It 
also denotes a kind of tax levied on 
travellers. Among the Turks it signifies 
a stamp on gold or Bilver plate, to certify

The Quran is divided into 114 lager 
portions of very unequal length* which we 
call ehapters but, the Arabians Stiieur, 
in the singular .Sura, a word rarely used 
on any other occasion, and properly signi¬ 
fying a row, orcfer, or regular series. 
Every chapter is sob-divided into smal¬ 
ler-portions of very unequal length also, 
which we customarily cull verses, but 
Arabic word is dyat and signifies signs 
or wonders, such as are the secrets of 
'3od, His attributes, works, judgments, 
and ordioanoHs, delivered In those verses, 
many of which have their particular 
titles also, imposed in the same manner 
as those of the chapters.

AsAur Khanax A band of fliugera chant 
the Uarthiys, a poem in honour of Hu¬ 
sain. At each pause the hearers boat 
their breasts and eay, ‘Husain ! Husain ! 1 
After this the Waqi’a Kban (narrator of 
events) ascends the pulpit and gives a 
graphic account of the death of Husain. 
Sometimes he becomes very excited, and 
the audience is stirred up to great en¬ 
thusiasm. The hearers sway theirbodies 
to and fro, crying out, *Ali 1 Ali ! Hu¬ 
sain ! Husain ! * Each one beats bis 
breast. This is done sometimes so vigor 
ously as to cause blood to flow. Ihe neza, 
a spear with a lime on the top to recall 
to remembrauce that Husain s head nss 
thus carried about, is taken in procession.

On the 
north side of the Kaaba, within a semi* 
circular enclosure, fifty cubits long, lies 
the white stone, said to be the sepulchre 
of Ishmael, which receives the rain water 
that falls off the Kaaba by a spout, for* 
merly of wood, but now of gold. The 
Kaaba has i ' iouble roof supported 
within by three octangular pillars of 
aloes wood, between which, on a bar of 
iron, hang some silver lamps. The 

outside is covered with rich black da¬ 
mask, adorned with an embroidered baud 
of gold, which is changed every year, 
and was formerly sent by the Khalifas, 
afterwards by the Sultans of Egypt aod 
is now provided by the Turkish emperors 
At a small distance from the Kaaba, on 
the east side, is the Station or Place of 
Abraham, where is another stone much 
respected by the Muhammadans. To 
this temple every Muhammadan, who 
has health and means sufficient, ought 
once, at least, in his life to go on pilgri¬ 
mage, nor are women excused from the 
performance of this duty.

The first year of Muhammad’s residence
